Russians | Report

LONDON, May 1l!—Big forces 
of German tanks and infantry 
mounted an attack on a Russian 
bridgehead in Bessarabia across 
the Dnestr river from Tiraspol to- 
day, a Moscow communique re- 
ported. 

The Soviet high command said 
the German attacks were repulsed 
and heavy losses in men and mater- 
ial inflicted on the enemy. 

The battle was the first on a 
large scale reported from the south- 
ern front by the Red Army com- 
mand in about a month, except for 
the Crimean campaign climaxed 
two days ago by the fall of Sevasto- 
pol. 
“In other sectors of the front 
there were no important changes,” 
the communique broadcast from 
Moscow said. 


150 May Contest 
Election in Sask. 


REGINA, May 11—(CP)—Politi- 
eal machinery swung into speedier 
action in Saskatchewan today in 
preparation for the first general 
election in the province in six years 
with more than 150 candidates 
likely to contest 52 of the 55 seats 
immediately at stake. 

Some time after polling day, 
June 15, members of Canada’s

Ilsley Announces 
Cut Interest on 


Housing Loans 


To 41-2 Per Cent. 


OTTAWA, May 11. — (CP) — 
Finance Minister Ilsley today 
announced immediate reduction 
In the interest on new loans 
under the National Housing Act 
from five to 4% per cent. 

Action is also being taken to 
finance properties up to $5,000, an 
increase of $1,000 from the present 
ceiling, Mr. Lsley said in a state- 
ment on housing. 

Mr. Ilsley said his statement, 
made in the Commons, was design- 
ed to meet a tendency of prospect- 
ive buyers and builders to await the 
government's new housing legisla- 
tion before taking any action. Be- 
cause there was a possibility such 
an attitude might lead to a smaller 
volume of house building than now 
was possible with the supply of 
labor and materials available it was 
considered advisable to give some 
indication of the nature: of the 
housing legislation that would be 
brought down later. 

Provision also would be made in 
the new legislation for extending 
the loans, at some later date, over 


.| periods of 25 or 30 years, where 


adequate zoning and building re- 
strictions were applied by the muni- 
cipalities. The present limit of 
loans under the act is 20 years.

Back in London 


LONDON, May 11.—*CP)—Most 
Rev. Cyril Forster Garbett, Arch- 
bishop of York, returned yesterday 
from a month's tour of the United 
States and Canada, and said he 
found “Americans are worked up 
about the second front, and tension 
is greater than here.” He express- 
ed amazement at the United States’ 
war effort. 


Allied arsenal shuttled across the 
channel to carry the attack 
against Hitler's west wall, starting 
at midnight and continuing on 
through the late twilight. 

By early afternoon official reports 
showed that important railway 
junctions and two airdromes, be- 
hind the French channel coast had 
come under ‘the Allied bombsights 
and the Nazi radio continued to 
broadcast warnings of new assaults 
in progress. 

TAKE HEAVY BEATING 

Observers said Hitler’s invasion 
defences were taking one of the 
worst aerial beating of the war, 
and some analysts believed the Nazi 
high command's entire scheme to 


defend the continent may have, 


been upset by the overpowering 
weight of the Allied onslaught. 

The Allied campaign to cut 
every Belgian and French rail 
line feeding the invasion coast 
may already have made it im- 
possible for the Germans to drop 
parachutists into British em- 
barkation ports, these observers 
said. Severing of the rail lines, it 
was pointed out, would force the 
German command to save these 
air-borne reserves for use against 
the invasion force itself.

SOUTHEAST ASIA HEAD- 

QUARTERS, Ceylon, May 1!1— 
An estimated 21,000 to 23,000 Jap- 
anese have been killed in the 
three-months-old Indo-Burma 
campaign, official sources said 
today, and front dispatches in- 
dicated that thousands of other 
enemy troops face death or sur- 
render in a swiftly-closing Allied 
trap in the Mogaung valley area 
of northern Burma. 

Remnants of the Japanese 18th 
Division were reported falling back 
on both sides of the Mogaung river 
toward their stronghold at Kama- 
ing under increasing pressure from 
tank-led Chinese forces. 

Simultaneously, strong British 
“Chindit” forces under Maj. Gen. 
W. D. A. Lentaigne struck hard 
into the enemy rear south of Mo- 
gaung, 12 miles below Kamaing, in 
a supporting drive that threatened 
momentarily to seal off the 18th 
Division's last escape route. 


SEIZE JAP POSITIONS 

An Allied communique said the 
eastern prong of Lt.-Gen. Joseph W. 
Stilwell's Chinese forces seized two 
more Japanese-held positions in the 
Kumon mountains bordering the 
Mogaung valley and lunged on to- 
ward Kamaing, apparently within 
nine miles or less of that stronghold. 

Headquarters sources said the 
Chinese forces had killed 6,000 to 
8,000 enemy troops thus far in their 
advance through the Hukawng and 
Mogaung valleys.

Enduring unity and prosperity of 
the British Commonwealth rest 
on freedom rather than institu- 
tional forms, Prime -Minister Mac- 
kenzié King said today in an ad- 
dress to a joint session of the 
House of Lords and House of 
Commons, in which he gave a 
‘clear-cut outline of Canada’s 
views for the post-war world. 
He received a ‘remendous ova- 
tion from his distinguished audi- 
ence.

OTTAWA, May li—(CP)— 

Canadians invested $62,805,350 in 

Canada’s Sixth Victory loan yes- 
terday, boosting the total to date 
to $1,073,168,950, the war finance 
committee announced today. 

Yesterday's figures were down 
approximately $10,000,000 from the 
total of the same day in the pre- 
vious Joan “while the cumulative 
total stands within $310,000,000 of 
the final figures for the last drive. 

The three-week campaign for $1,- 
200,000,000 is in its last week. 

For the first time in this eam- 
paign, purchases by individual Can- 
adians yesterday exceeded the 
amount purchased by the large 
buyers. 

The total for individuals was $32,- 
752,750, bringing their cumulative 
total to $441,672,350. 

Large buyers purchased $30,062,- 
600 in bonds yesterday bringing 
their total purchases to date to 
$631,496,600. 

Today, committee officials urg- 
ed individual purchasers to make 
an all-out effort.

Universal Principles For World Unity 


“I am firmly convinced that the way to maintain the 
unity of the Commonwealth is to base that unity upon prin- 
ciples which can be extended to all nations,” he said. “I am 
equally sure that the only way to maintain world unity is to 
base it upon principles that can be universally applied.” 


It was Mr. King’s first public speech during his pres- 
ent visit to Britain for the conference of Dominion Prime 
Ministers. The address, made from the rostrum in the 
Royal gallery of the Palace of Westminster, was broadcast 
to the world. 


At the conclusion of his speech Mr. King was given 
a tremendous ovation. 


It was the second time an overseas leader has been in- 
vited to speak before a joint session of the House of Lords 
and Commons. Prime Minister Jan Christiaan Smuts of 
South Africa, who addressed a joint session in 1942, and 
Prime Minister John Curtin of Australia and Prime Minister 
Peter Fraser of New Zealand were among the Canadian 
Prime Minister's audience. 

Mr. King made extensive revisions in his prepared text 
which was made available in advance last night to the press. 


Voluntary; National War Effort 


Mr. King spoke of Canada’s war effort as voluntary and 
national and of close co-operation and co-ordination of pol- 
icies within the British Commonwealth. 


The “continuing conference of cabinets” dealt “from 
day to day and, not infrequently,” from hour to hour with 
policies of common concern. Decisions made were those of 
all members of the cabinet of each country, ‘with a full 
consciousness of their immediate responsibility to their 
respective parliaments.” 


“I believe very strongly in close consultation, close co- 
operation and effective co-ordination of policies,” he said. 

“What more effective means of co-operation could have 
been found than those which, despite all the handicaps of 
war, have worked with such complete success; let us, by all 
means, seek to improve where we can.... 


Co-Operation Is Secret of Unity 


“Let us beware in changing the form we lose the sub- 
atance; or, for appearance’s sake, sacrifice reality.” 

Like its component parts, the British Commonwealth had 
within itself a spirit which was not exclusive, but the opposite 
of exclusive, he said. That spirit expressed itself in co-opera- 
tion. Therein lay the secret of its unity. 


“Co-operation is capable of infinite expansion,” said 
Mr. King. ‘Therein lies the hope of the future.” 


It was of the utmost importance to the commonwealth 
that there should continue to be the greatest possible 
co-operation among its members, he said. It was of the 
utmost importance to the future of mankind that, after 
the war, there should be the greatest possible co-operation 
among the nations of the world. 


“The wartime co-operation of the commonwealth is not 
the product of formal institutional unity; it is the result of 
agreement upon policies of benefit to all,” said Mr. King.

Victory Loan 
Sales in City 
At $4,217,900 


If Edmonton is to equal its 
achievement in the Fifth Victory 
Loan approximately $500,000 must 
be subscribed during the remain- 
ing days of the present campaign, 
it was announced Thursday at 
headquarters. 

Sales on Wednesday amounted to 
$528,200 to bring subscriptions in 
the Sixth Victory Loan to $4,217,900, 
or 82.7 per cent of the minimum ob- 
jective of $5,100,000 set for the city. 

There were 967 subscribers Wed- 
nesday to bring the total for the 
loan to 18,260. This figure compares 
with 19,932 purchasers in the Fifth 
Victory Loan. Edmonton is lagging 
far behind both in sales and parti- 
cipants in this loan compared with 
rural Northern Alberta, The rural 
districts now have achieved 107.8 
per cent of their quota, and have 
an increase of approximately 6,000 
in the number of purchasers. 

Total sales in Northern Alberta 
amounted to $9,282,650, or 94.7 per 
cent of the $9,796,000 minimum 
quota set for the territory. There 
were 40,040 subscribers compared 
with 35,879 in the Fifth Victory 
loan at the same stage. The total 
subscriptions in the last loan was 
$7,796,450, or 79.6 per cent of the 
minimum quota, 

Sales throughout Alberta now 
amount to $38,786,900 of 104.8 per 
cent ow the $37,000,000 quota. This 
compared with $31,209,250 in the 
Fifth Victory Loan when 84.4 per 
cent of this quota had been 
reached. 

Sales in the general canvass and 
payroll savings section, including 
the armed forces, amount to $26,- 
085,000, or 102.7 per cent of the 
$25,400,000 quota set. 

Rural Northern Alberta is passed 
its quota of $4,696,000 and up to the 
close of business on Wednesday 
sales had totalled $5,064,750 for a 
quota percentage of 107.8.

joined figures of peace and free- 
dom, But all our history, all our 
political experience told us that 
freedom in Canada could not sur- 
vive in a world that was no longer 
free, 

From the teginning, our war 
effort was so planned and organ- 
ized that we might reach, as 
rapidly as possible, the maximum 
effort our people could sustain 
during the long war. 

We expanded our navy as fast 
as we could build, or acquire the 
ships and train the men. We ex- 
panded our army to the highest 
strength we believed we could 
maintain in a long war. We ex- 
panded our air force to the limit of 
our capacity to secure the needed 
equipment, and to train personnel. 

The British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan was expedited and 
expanded beyond all anticipations. 
The 100,000th fighting airman has 
just completed his training. The 
co-operative training in Canada 
has vastly increased the joint 
strength in the air of the United 
Nations. We have expanded our 
war industries far beyond the 
needs of our own armed forces. 


FINANCIAL ASPECT 

Despite the withdrawal of hun- 
dreds of thousands of men from 
the farms, the fisheries, the mines 
and the forests, we have greatly 
enlarged our production of food- 
stuffs and raw materials. We are 
devoting about half our total pro- 
duction directly to the waging of 
war. We are paying about half of 
the financial cost of our war effort 
out of current revenue from taxa- 
tion. Through victory loans and 
war savings, nearly every family 
is helping to finance the war. 

In fighting men, in weapons 
and munitions, in food and in 
finance, we are seeking as a 
People to make our utmost con- 
tribution to the fight for world 
freedom. Our objective has been 
a total effort for total war, and 
we believe that objective is being 
attained. 

Of the nations of the western 
hemisphere, Canada was the first 
to defend in arms the frontiers of 
the freedom of the new world. For 
more than two years, our country, 
alone in the Americas, was at war. 

In more ways than one our effort 
has been a pioneering effort. 


RELATIONS WITH U.S. 

Canada’s contribution ‘to the pre- 
sent war has been the greater be- 
cause we live side by side with the 
United States. Without the harmony 
and reciprocity which exist between 
our two countries, neither could 
have achieved so much in the com- 
mon cause. The ability of both Can- 
ada and the United States to defend 
the North American continent, and 
to fight abroad, has been greatly 
increased by our arrangements for 
joint defence, and by the pooling of 
resources, We have sought to make 
Canada’s war effort, wherever poss- 
ible, a co-operative effort. 

The extensive military works 
undertaken in Canada in conjunc- 
tion with the United States have 
provided a remarkable instance of 
close and friendly co-operation. 
Ours is surely the supreme ex- 
ample of a smaller nation living 
in the fullest security and har- 
mony side by side with a very 
powerful one. 

As a part of our war policy, Can- 
ada is sharing, with other of the 
united nations, ships, machines, 
weapons and other supplies which 
we are producing far in excess 
of the needs of our own armed 
forces. Since the war began, we 
have supplied to Britain, and to 
Britain’s armed forces, war mater- 
ials and other supplies worth near- 
ly £900,000,000 ($4,000,000,000). Al- 
most half of these supplies repre- 
sent an outright contribution. Un- 
der our system of mutual aid, war 
materials have, forethe past year, 
been supplied without payment to 
the United Nations, in accordance 
with strategic need. Canada is now 
supplying mutual aid to Britain, 
Australia, the Soviet Union, China 
and the French Committee of Nat- 
ional Liberation. 


WORLD-WIDE EFFORT 


As the war has progressed, our 
effort has become more and more 
a world-wide effort.

NATIONAL PRIDE 


Above all, our war effort must be 
viewed as a national effort. Our de- 
cision in 1939 was more than the 
free choice of a free parliament. 
It was the most solemn act of a 
free nation. Our war effort appeals 
to our national pride. We have 
sought to make it worthy of Canada. 

§ have spoken of the war effort 
of Canada. May | hasten to say 
again that a like spirit has ani- 
mated the war efforts of each of 
the other nations of the Common- 
wealth. With due allowance for 
varying conditions, the several 
aspects of Canada’s war effort 
have been paralleled in Australia, 

New Zealand and South Africa. 

When war came, four nations, all 
of them thouSands of miles from 
the scene of the conflict, ranged 
themselves at the side of Britain. 
To each, the issue was plain; from 
each the response was immediate. 
Each is seeking to put forth the 
utmost effort. The contributions of 
all bear the imprint of the initia- 
tive and self-reliance of the pioneer. 
Co-operation has marked their 
course throughout. Each is making 
a long-range effort which will 
prove to be an enduring effort. It 
is the pride of each that its war 
effort has been a national effort. 


SOURCE OF SPIRIT 


Nor have we far to seek to dis- 
cover the cause of this identity of 
effort on the part of the nations of 
the Commonwealth. The spirit of a 
nation is not readily defined. It is 
known only as it is revealed. It 
resembles the flow of waters hid- 
den beneath the earth's surface. 
From time to time, and from place 
to place, the waters having their 
origin in some secret source, reveal 
themselves as springs, or streams, 
or rivers. So also, from time to 
time, a nation’s spirit wells up 
from its source and manifests itself 
in the collective acts of a people. 
Such collective actions is quick- 
ened and heightened at a time of 
war. 

The war efforts of the nations 
of the Commonwealth owe their 


inspiration to a common source. 
That source is the love of free- 
dom and the sense of justice 
which, through generations have 
been nurtured and cherished in 
Britain, as nowhere else in the 
world, 

The. terrible events of 1940 re- 
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machines and munitions of

and merchant seamen have served 
Our airmen have 
fought in the battle of the skies 
around the globe. From the early 
days of the war, our soldiers have 
helped to guard this island. They

to freedom, and how suddenly 
freedom might be lost. So long as 
freedom endures, free men every- 
where will owe to the people of 
Britain, a debt they can never re- 
pay. So long as Britain continues 
to maintain the spirit of freedom, 
and to defend the freedom of 
other nations, she need never doubt 
her own pre-eminence throughout 
the world. So long as Britain. con- 
tinues to share that spirit with the 
other nations of the Common- 
wealth, she need never fear for 
the strength or unity of the Com- 
monwealth. 


EVIDENCE OF UNITY 

The voluntary decision by Bri- 
tain, by Canada, by Australia, by 
New Zealand, and by South Africa 
are a supreme evidence of the 
unifying force of freedom. 

This common effort springing 
from a common source has given 
a new strength and unity, a new 
meaning and significance to the 
British Commonwealth. 

Without attempting to dis- 
tinguish between the terms “Bri- 
tish Empire” and “British Com- 
monwealth,” but looking rather 
to the evolution of this associa- 
tion of free nations, may | give 
to you what | believe to be the 
secret of its strength and of its 
unity, and the vision which | 
cherish of its future. 

“We, who look forward to larger 
brotherhoods and more exact stand- 
ards of social justice, value and 
cherish the British Empire because 
it represents, more than any other 
similar organization has ever re- 
presented, the peaceful co-operation 
of all sorts of men in all sorts of 
countries, and because we think it 
is, in that respect at least, a model 
of what we hope the whole world 
will some day become.” 


VISION OF CHURCHILL 

This vision, I need scarcely say, 
is not mine alone; indeed, the words 
in which I have sought to portray 
it are not even my own. They were 
spoken 37 years ago by one whose 
fame today is not surpassed in any 
part of the world, if, indeed, it has 
been equalled at any time in the 
world’s history. 

They are the words of the pre- 
sent Prime Minister of Britain, 
uttered by Mr. Churchill in 1907. 
As they continue to reverberate 
down the years, they bring fresh 
inspiration to all who owe alle- 
giance to the crown, and increas- 
ing hope to mankind. Visions of 
youth, sometimes, “die away, and 
fade into the light of common 
day”. 

They fade not because the vision 
is never wholly lost, but because 

resolution wavers, because deter- 
mination fails, because of seemingly 
insuperable obstacles. It has not 
been so with Mr. Churchill. He has 
not to ask: 

“Whither is fled the visionary 
gleam? Where is it now, the glory 
and the dream”; 

The glory and the dream: are not 
they being realized at this very 
hour, in the strength and unity of 
the nations of the Commonwealth? 

From time to time, it is suggest- 


ed that we should seck new 
methods of communication and 
consultation. 


COMMON DECISIONS 


It is true we have not, sitting in 
London continuously, a visible im- 
perial war cabinet or cquncil. But 
we have, what is much more im- 
portant, though invisible, a continu- 
ing conference of the cabinets of 
the Commonwealth. It is a confer- 
ence of cabinets which deals, from 
day to day, and, not infrequently, 
from hour to hour, with policies of 
Commons concern. When decisions 
are taken, they are not the deci- 
sions of Prime Ministers, or other 
individual ministers, meeting apart 
from their own colleagues, and 
away from their own countries, they 
are decisions reached after mature 
consideration by all members of 
the cabinet of each country, with 
a full consciousness of their im- 
mediate responsibility to their re- 
spective parliaments. 

| believe very strongly in close 
consultation, close co-operation, 
and effective co-ordination of 


policies. What more effective 
means of co-operation could have 
been found than those which, 
despite all the handicaps of war, 
have worked with such complete 
success; let us, by all means, 
seek to improve where we can. 
We cannot be too careful to see 
that, to our own peoples, the new 


methods will not appear as an at- 
tempt to limit their freedom of 
decision or, to peoples outside the 
Commonwealth, as an attempt to 
establish a separate bloc. Let us 
beware lest in changing the form, 
we lose the substance; or, for ap- 
pearance’s sake, sacrifice reality, I 
am told that, somewhere, over the 
grave of one who did not know 
when he was well off, there is the 
following epitaph: “I was well; 1 
wanted to be better; and here I 


MEANS OF REALIZATION 


In the passage I quoted from Mr. 
Churchill a moment ago, I gave only 
a part of what he said. He set forth 
as well the means of realizing his 
vision of peaceful co-operation, 


“Let us,” he said, “seek to im- 
Press, year after year, upon the 
British Empire, an inclusive and 
not an exclusive character.” 


Like the nations of which it is 
composed, the British Common- 
wealth has within itself a spirit 
which is not exclusive, but the op- 
posite of exclusive. Therein lies its 
Strength. That spirit expressed it- 
self in co-operation. Therein lies 
the secret of its unity. Co-opera- 
tion is capable of indefinite expan- 
sion. Therein lies the hope of the 
future. 


MUST CO-OPERATE 


It is of the utmost importance to 
the Commonwealth that there 
should continue to be the greatest 
possible co-operation among its 
members. In like manper, it is, I 
believe, of the utmost importance 
to the future of mankind that, after 
the war, there should be the great- 
est possible co-operation among the 
nations of the world. 

The war-time co-operation of 
the Commonwealth is not the pro- 
duct of formal institutional unity; 
it is the result of agreement upon 
policies of benefit to all. More- 
over, they are policies that make 
an appeal “to all sorts of men in 
all sorts of countries,” provided 
only they are men of goodwill. 

If, at the close of hostilities, the 
strength and unity of the Common- 
wealth are to be maintained, those 
ends will be achieved not by 
policies which are exclusive, but by 
policies which can be shared with 
other nations, I am firmly con- 
vinced that the war to maintain the 
unity of the Commonwealth is to 
base that unity upon principles 
which can be extended to all na- 
tions. 


UNIVERSAL PRINCIPLES 


I am equally sure that the only 
way to maintain world unity is to 
base it upon principles that can be 
universally applied. The war has 
surely convinced all nations, from 
the smallest to the greatest, that 
there is no national security to be 
found in the isolation of any nation 
or group of nations. The future 
security of peace-loving nations 
will depend upon the extent and 
effectiveness of international co- 
operation. 

It has been no less true that it 
is not the great powers only that 
are needed to defend, to pre- 
serve, and to extend freedom, we 
should be false to the freedom 
for which we are fighting if, at 


any time, we failed to remember 

that no nation liveth unto itself 

and that nations, great and small, 
are members one of another, 

But it is not merely the security 
of nations that is indivisible, Their 
prosperity also is indivisible. Few 
would wish to return to the years 
before the war, when almost every 
nation sought economic security in 
economic isolation from its neigh- 
bors. What happened was that the 
economic security of all nations 
was destroyed. 


ECONOMIC POLICIES 


Now is surely the time for the 
whole world to realize that. Just as 
no nation of itself can ensure its 
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own safety, so no nation or group 
of nations can in isolation ensure 
its own prosperity. For my part, 
I profoundly believe that both the 
security and the welfare of the 
nations of the British Common- 
wealth and, in large measure, the 
security and welfare of all peace- 
loving nations will depend on the 
capacity of the nation® of the Com- 
monwealth to give leadership in 
the pursuit of policies which, in 
character, are not exclusive, but in- | 
clusive, 

How far such policies can be 
successfully pursued will, of 
course depend on the extent to 
which other nations are prepared 
to pursue similar policies, But let 
us, at least, wherever that is pos- 
sible, give the lead that is in the 
interests of the world as a whole. 

Over many years, Canada’s rela- 
tions have been especially friendly 
with the United States. Through- 
out the war, we have followed the 
path of co-operation. We like, also, 
to think that our country has had 
some part in bringing about a har- 
mony of sentiment between the 
United States and the whole Brit- 
ish Commonwealth. That harmony 
is the foundation of the close mili- 
tary collaboration which is proving 
so fruitful in this war. 


OBJECT OF POLICY 

It will be a prime object of Can- 
adian policy to work for the main- 
tenance of a fraternal association| 
of the British and American peo- 
ples. When peace comes, it is our 
highest hope that the peoples of 
the British Commonwealth and the 
United States will continue to 
march at each other's side, united 
more closely than ever. But we 
equally hope that they will march 
in a larger company, in which all! 
the nations united today in defence 
of freedom will remain united in 
the service of mankind. 

We are approaching, in the 
European theatre, the supreme 
Crisis of this terrible struggle. In 
this fateful hour, it is imperative.. 
that everything be done to main- 
tain single minded concentration 
on the achievement of victory. 
That is our first obligation. 

It is our duty to the humble peo- 
ple in all the Allied countries 
whose patient endurance, unremit- 
ting toil and ready acceptance of 
the burdens of war have made pos- 
sible the immense strength in war 
materials and supplies of the Unit- 
ed Nations. It is our duty, above 
all, to the millions of fighting men, 
who, to defend our freedom and the 
freedom of mankind, are facing 
death at sea, on land and in the 
air. 


SUPPORT FIGHTING MEN 

The assurance of the unfailing 
support of our sailors, soldiers and 
airmen, is the supreme objective 
of the meetings of the prime min- 
isters of the nations of the Com- 
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monwealth. We have met here, first 
and foremost, in order to do every- 
thing possible, by co-operation and 
united action, to assure that support 
in largest possible measure on all 
the fighting fronts. 

The present war is different 
from any war in the past. It is 
different in scale. In any accurate 
geographical sense, it is the first 
world war in history. It is @ war 
that is being fought not only on 
land and at sea but, also in the 
clouds, miles above the surface 
of the earth. 

It is, moreover, a war that is not 
confined to the material realm, It 
is a struggle for the control of 
men’s minds and men’s souls. Its 
outcome will shape the moral 
destiny of the world. The support 
of our fighting men, and our debt 
to all who are near and dear to 
them must extend beyond the 
theatres of war. It must look be- 
yond the end of hostilities. We owe 
it to all who bear the heat of the 
strife; we owe it to those who are 
crippled and maimed; we owe it 
to the many homes that are be- 
reaved; we owe it to the memory 
of those who give their lives, to do 
all in our power to ensure that 
their service and their sacrifice 
shall not have been in vain. 


NEED FITTING MEMORIAL 


In the past, the sacrifice of hu- 
man life in war has been commemo- 
rated in monuments of stone or 
bronze. After this war, we must 
create something more fitting as a 
memorial, That, I believe, will be 
found only in securing for others 
the opportunities of a more abund- 
ant life. Already we, of the British 
Commonwealth and Empire, are a 
community of many nations, of 
many races and of many tongues, 
Already we have advanced far in 
the art of responsible government, 
in the practice of international co- 
operation, and in the application of 
the principle of mutual aid. Surely 
it is ours to help fashion a new 
world order in which social security 
and human welfare will become a 
part of the inheritance of man- 
kind. 


The war has been none of our 
making. We sought, above all 
else, the promotion of peace, of 
understanding and of goodwill. 


We deplored the extension of war 
to all parts of the world. Yet in 
the perspective of time, this world 
encircling danger may prove to 
have been a blessing in disguise. 

Only in this way, perhaps, could 
other nations, as well as our own, 
have come to see that the inter- 
ests of mankind are one, and that 
the claims of humanity are su- 
preme. 

Our first duty is to win the war. 
But to win the war, we must keep 
the vision of a better future. We 
must never cease to strive for its 
fulfilment. No lesser vision will 
suffice to gain the victory over 
those who seek world domination 
and human enslavement. No lesser 
vision will enable us fittingly to 
honor the memory of the men and 
women who are giving their all for 
freedom and justice. 

In the realization of this vision, 
the governments and peoples who 
owe a common allegiance to the 
crown may well find the new mean- 
ing and significance of the British 
Commonwealth and Empire. It is 
for us to make of our association of 
free British nations, a model of 
what we hope the whole world will 
some day become.”

New Magazine Policy 


The Department of National War 
Services, Edmonton officials announce, 
has adopted a new policy with regard to 
supplying magazines to Canadian troops 
overseas. The new policy will tend towards 
getting the magazines into the hands of 
our forces abroad as expeditiously as pos- 
sible so that our fighting men will be given 
to read, not stale publications*months and 
years old, but publications not more than 
a month old. 

This policy necessitates, obviously, a 
new viewpoint on the part of the con- 
tributors of magazines. Hitherto, con- 
tributors have saved their old magazines 
and sent or given them to the proper 
agencies (in this case the Council of 
Jewish Women at 10639 Jasper) in large 
bundles. 

The new idea is that contributed maga- 
zines should be handed in to the depot of 
the Council of Jewish Women immediately 
they are read. In short, the viewpoint to 
acquire is that just as soon as you have 
finished with a magazine it is morally the 
property of our men overseas and that 
every minute you delay handing it in is a 
minute of reading stolen from them. 

The new arrangement is sound and 
useful. It will only work through the 
complete co-operation of the puélic.

The Work Test 


It rather looks as though the Sons of 
Freedom branch of the Doukhobors intend 
to stage a show-down with the authorities, 
Following the sentencing of disrobers at 
Vancouver, a committee of their followers 
headed back for the Kootenay, to hold a 
war palaver with the fraternity members 
there. Some of these have already threat- 
ened that the sect will stage mass undress- 
ings by way of enforcing a demand that 
the convicted brethren be let out of jail. 

It will be just as well if they carry out 
the threats. The point has to be definitely 
settled some time whether or not these peo- 
ple are going to obey the law and conform 
in the matter of wearing tlothes with Can- 
adian habits, traditions and sentiment. 
This is as good a time as any to thresh out 
the issue and make an end of the nuisance 
parades once and for all. If the Sons 
choose to disrobe in mass they should go 
to jail in mass, or to whatever other place 
of detention may be convenient if there 
are not enough jails. 

But on one understanding. Getting 
themselves locked up for indecent exposure 
should not excuse the Sons from having to 
work for a living. There is no reason what- 
ever why the taxpayers should support 
them in idleness, If they have to be in- 
terned they should be told they will get as 
many meals as they earn—and no more.

Sevastopol 


The capture of Sevastopol clears the 
Axis invaders out of the last fragment of 
territory they held in southern Russia. It 
is the final blow to the Nazi plans to carve 
out there an empire of wheat and minerals 
and oil, Sevastopol is the main base of the 
Russian Black Sea fleet, which will now be 
free to operate against the coasts of Rom- 
ania and Bulgaria. It is not impossible that 
in the light of the changed situation Turkey 
may be willing to open the Dardanelles and 
permit supply ships from the other Allies to 
take the shortest of all routes to Russian 
ports, 

Two Red armies have been pinned down 
in the Crimean area. These will now be 
released for duty elsewhere, perhaps in 
building up pressure against the Nazi line 
in Romania. 

What became of the German-Romanian 
army trapped in the Crimea. several 
months ago is obscure. This force was 
placed at 100,000 when the fighting had 
narrowed down to the Sevastopol area. 
Those killed or captured in the final at- 
tack were said to number 25,000. How 
many of the unaccounted-for 75,000 had 
been evacuated is not known. Whatever 
became of them, the Sevastopol garrison 
of seven enemy divisions has ceased to 
exist as an organized force, and probably 
half the men who composed it are per- 
manently out of the war. 

It has been apparent from the time the 
Perikop isthmus was closed that the Red 
army could and would capture Sevastopol 
when it got ready, But anticipation does 
not lessen the importance of the event. 
Their southern flank cleared of the poten- 
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tial menace of this enemy stronghold, the 
Russians are free to develope their oper- 
ations to the west, knowing that their foes 
are all in front of them. 
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Alberta Is Different 


The Saskatchewan Wheat Pool is advis- 
ing the farmers in that province to sow 
every available acre of their land to wheat, 
after making due allowance for the feed 
crops they will need and setting aside a 
normal acreage to summerfallow, The 
advice is based on confidence that the pres- 
ent heavy export of wheat will continue, 
under influence of a steadily growing de- 
mand abroad. 

If that is sound policy for Saskatchewan 
farmers it is equally good for farmers in 
Alberta; but with the qualifying considera- 
tion that mixed farming is much more 
widely developed in this province, and has 
proved to be the best practice. The demand 
for wheat is matched by a demand for meat 
and other kinds of farm products that is 
likely to remain as keen. 

Wheat-growing has obvious advantages. 
but it also involves risks peculiar to itself 
and which can be neither foreseen nor 
avoided. A single night’s frost or a hail- 
storm at a critical time can deprive the 
wheat-grower of wages and profits for a 
year of hard work and the most careful 
planning. Long experience has shown that 
a varied program of production is the most 
dependable type of farming in areas suited 
to the raising of stock and a wide range of 
grains, vegetables and other food products. 

No part of Canada is better suited to 
this diversified farming than central and 
northern Alberta. Farmers in this area 
pulled through the years of depression 
better than those in any other section of 
the west largely because they had not 
staked their fortunes on the success of a 
single crop and the world demand for one 
particular kind of product. The money 
they are now putting into Victory bonds is 
further proof that mixed farming pays. 
It has paid even while the elevators were 
crammed with wheat which did not move 
for years on end. 

Advice that may be good in Saskat- 
chewan has to be modified by the fact that 
conditions in snares are different. 


Saskatchewan was the first of the 
provinces to reach its Victory Loan quota. 
That is particularly notable because no 
other province suffered so terribly in the 
depression years and because the distri- 
bution of war money through war indus- 
tries there has been relatively small. The 
bonds bought in Saskatchewan were 
bought with proceeds from the sale of 
farm products.

Last summer I heard from Major

Next day our armada of ships 
sailed and, for two weeks, we van- 
ished from the rest of the world. 

Meantime, we carried on, hoping 
for the best, but prepared for the 
worst, and ready for any emergency. 
Many of the ships carried explos- 
ives, high test gas and other dan- 
gerous cargoes, and it were well not 
to dwell on the possibilities of meet- 
ing a “sub”. True, we had no alarm, 
but neither were we given the wel- 
come “all clear”, and I want to pay 
my very humble tribute to our gal- 
lant seamen who maintain the 
ocean supply routes against the 
ever-lurking foe who strikes with- 


out warning. Our sailors have car-’ 


ried on without flinching from the 
first and will continue until the last 
shot is fired. When we think about 
the terrific striking force now gath- 
ered in Britain, the vast assistance 
given to our Russian allies, the par- 
cels delivered to our soldier sons, 
husbands nad brothers, of our farm 
products marketed overseas, let us 
be grateful to and offer prayers for, 
our dauntless sailors who have 
made all this possible by their 
sacrifices, 

Well, everything comes to an end 
—even a voyage in a convoy, and 
finally we landed somewhere in the 
West of England, exactly two weeks 
after leaving Halifax, and one week 
from Christmas.

Meantime I wired my arrival to 
Douglas and presently received an 
answer to proceed to Scotland. 
Travelling in Britain in war-time is 
no snap, and I found myself sub- 
merged in two armies of soldiers 
and sailors—one army returning to 
duty after Christmas leave in Eng- 
land and the other going north to 
celebrate New Year's in Scotland. 
I had bought a first-class ticket and 
was on the platform an hour and a 
half before train time, but to no 
purpose—and I was lucky even to 
get standing-room on the train. 
Well, eventually we started our 
journey to Edinburgh which, be- 
fore the war took seven, but now 
takes twelve hours. 

The prospects of standing up for 
twelve hours were not attractive, 
especially with the carriage jammed 
as full as a stock car, and without 
proper ventilation, owing to the 


“black out”. However, 
knows no law, eventually somebody 
put out the lights and opened a 
window, and then I lay down on 
the floor for the night and consoled 
myself that I had a carpet to lie on 
for the extra cost of a first-class 
ticket. 

Next morning I changed trains, 
and evening found me by the side 
of a Scottish loch, within a few 
miles of my destination, and fin- 
ally, on the last day of the Old 
Year, nearly a month after leaving 
Alberta, my long journey came to 
an end and J was greeted by Major 
Douglas, the founder of Social

I stayed two weeks in this delight- 
ful region of the Highlands of 
Scotland, and found the people as 
hospitable as their country is beau-

winter. 

In this remote district the only 
reminder of the war was a large 
Polish hospital in what was former- 
ly a great castle. The Polish sol- 
diers have gained undying fame for 
their gallantry, and their airmen 
played a truly great part in the 
Battle of Britain in 1940, This bat- 
tle really decided the war, for had 
Britain fallen there could have 
been no bombing of Germany, no 
help to Russia, and no invasion of 
Europe. It is well to remember! 
Britain went to war in 1939 to keep 
faith with Poland, and although 
Poland was invaded by Russia as 
well as by Germany, the Poles have 
never ceased to fight and their gov- 
ernment has never surrendered.

I saw Major Douglas every day 


for two weeks, and we discussed 
affairs in general, and Social Cre- 
dit in particular.

economy means handing over the 
government to “big business,” 
which is out to get control of “bed, 
board and clothes,” and make no 
mistake about it.

Mystery of the Hooded Bronze

WASHINGTON — My favorite 


resting place in this city of beauti- 
ful monuments is a cemetery. 


I hope that does not shock any 
of my old Winnipeg, Saskatoon, 
Regina, Calgary or Edmonton 
friends, but I go on special occa- 
sions to Rock Creek cemetery to 
sit and look at a statue. To me, 
it is the greatest work of art in the 
world, 

This is the famous | hooded 
bronze statue above the grave of 
Mrs. Henry Adams, It is the work 
of one of America’s greatest artists 
and sculptors, Augustus Saint 
Gaudens, It is hidden away and 
hard to fmd except by the direc- 
tion of a cemetery caretaker. This 
lifesize figure is seated upon a 
boulder backed by a huge, polished 
granite block rising above a stone 
platform, Around the little circu- 
lar clearing is a grove of tall, dark 
green evergreen trees and thick 
holly. Fronting it is a semi-circular 
stone bench where one can sit and 
gaze. 

This statue for long has been 
nameless; many great and small 
people have attempted to give it a 
name. The enigma is in the express- 
ion of the statue's face, 


You cannot say whether it is a 
man or woman looking at you from 
under that dark bronze hood. I 
challenge anyone—I have heard it 
endlessly disputed. Of course not. 
The artist intended the face to re- 
present all humanity. It is a work 
where art, like all great art, unites 
with philosophy and the secrets of 
religion. 

Mark Twain thought it represent- 
ed grief. That was a shallow guess. 
The expression is far beyond and 
above grief. I have heard visitors 
guess it as resignation or supreme 
indifference. Both are wrong. St. 
Gaudens has been quoted as saying 
the expression typifies the Mystery 
of the Hereafter, Beyond Pain and 
Beyond Joy. 

We are getting closer to it now. 
Henry Adams, husband of the dead 
lady, said he called it, “The Peace 
of God.” That must have been the 
secret between the husband and the 
sculptor. For, one day a few years 
ago, I was looking at this statue 
with a Winnipeg visitor when we 
fell to talking with an old, old lady 
who was sitting looking at it. She 
heard our speculations and broke 
in to tell us that she knew the 
artist, Augustus Saint Gaudens per- 
sonally, Once she had written to

him and asked him what he had in- 
tended the expression of the statue 
to typify. 

“It was meant to express,” he 
told her in reply, “Perfect Peace; 
the Peace that passeth under- 
standing. The peace that St. Paul 
spoke of: ‘... Let your requests 
be made unto God ... and the 
peace of God which passeth all 
understanding shall keep your 
hearts and minds through Christ 
Jesus,’” 

That is precisely the hypnotic ef- 
fect that the statue possesses if you 
sit and gaze at it long enough. It 
conveys to me, at least, a moiety of 
that peace; enough to make one’s 
troubles not seem insignificant, in- 
deed, but rather bearable when 
measured against the stars and 
space and infinity of which they 
may be, who knows, an important 
part. 

The artist has put that in the 
statue’s otherwise inscrutable ex- 
pression. -That is why it is one of 
the world’s greatest works of art. 


man was to pay him the highest 
tribute of confidence. To ask him 
to dinner was to indicate that you 
accepted him not merely as a busi- 
ness associate (whom you might 
not be able to escape) but as a 
friend whom you wanted to love. 

How far has the eating of Canada 
fallen from this fine concept! And 
just as bad, or worse, is the fall of 
the Americans who now complain 
about Toronto’s table manners. 
How far, I mean, are we removed 
from the days of Horace Walpole, 
who said his friends were “moun- 
tains of roast beef and only seem 
just roughly hewn into outlines of 
human form. . . . I see no differ- 
ence between a country gentleman 
and a sirloin.” How different is a 
meal today, the hurried, frantic tak- 
ing on of food like a ship loading 
disagreeable cargo, from the lei- 
surely bouts of wit at Shakespeare's 
Mermaid Tavern or Johnson's Inn, 
the Cheshire cheese! Food then, 
rich as it may have been, was inci- 
dental to the communion of men. 
The only contact in a North Ameri- 
can meal is produced by the elbows 
of the next eater, crowding you at 
a sandwich bar. There is no meet- 
ing of minds, only of elbows,

Now I will grant you that there 
is a wide variety of eating in Can- 
ada, There is what you might call 
the highest form of eating in Ot- 
tawa’s Rideau Club, a kind of tech- 
nical eating where the master tech- 
nicians of the Canadian state talk 
over their business; but this func- 
tion is mechanical, laborious and 
dull, and is not a social function. 
You have political eating in the 
Chateau Laurier where men con- 
coct deals and seek patronage, and 
truly democratic eating in the par- 
liamentary restaurant of the House 
of Commons, where politicians of 
all parties eat together in apparent 
amity which would scandalize their 
supporters at home. You have gtim 
intellectua) eating in the Manitoba 
Club, where the nourishment of 
the body is merely incidental to the 
nourishment of the mind. You have 
the daily assembly of tycoonery in 
the Vancouver Club, where men 
who have made fortunes in woods 
and mines retain the gigantic appe- 


tites of their early days of struggle. | 


But still you do not have eating in 
the historical and better sense. 


Most of Canada, like most of the 
United States, belongs to the 
swallow-and-run school. There is, 
however, in some larger cities, a 
dawdle-and-stare school of idle 
people, mostly women, who make 
meals an opportunity to display 
their beauty, their clothes and their 
wealth. But this again is not eating 
as eating exists, or did exist, in 
Europe before the war. 

I do not include English eating, 
though it was of a stubborn and 
determined bent, and patiently 
disposed of the Brussels sprouts 
and boiled flannel, in the manner 
of the bulldog breed, just as it 
later disposed of the German 
enemy. But it was not eating in 
the European sense. It could not 
compare with the spiritual peace 
of a French inn yard in the eve- 
ning, nor approach the gaiety of 
the Paris or Viennese sidewalk 
cafe, where the cooking of food 
had become one of the highest 
arts, and yet where food was sece 
ondary to the spiritual exhiliarae 
tion of the meal, the warming sense 
of companionship and human con- 
tact.

The Europeans know how to eat, 
We only know how to nourish our- 
selves, And the more we learn 
about nourishment the less, of 
course, we shall know about eating; 
for the nutritionist is the enemy of 
the eater and the physician de- 
stroys the whole spirit of the table, 
We consume food in No;yth America 
now to keep us healthy.

Why attack Toronto, or de- 
fend it, when it is like all other 
cities on the continent, perfectly 
nourished according to the laws of 
science, but sick unto death with 
intellectual indigestion, nourished 
but not eating, fed but not satis- 
fied, replete but knawed by a deep 
hunger of the soul? 


Economics of Quebec’s Low Pay 


By J. T. GRAY 

Behind the political confusions 
of Quebec stands the economic fact 
that Quebec people earn less money 
than most other Canadians. This 
fact, which is proved by actual fig- 
ures, is constantly used by politi-j 
cians like those of the Bloc Popu- 
laire to whip up hatred of English- 
speaking Canada, to convince the} 
French-Canadians that they are be-| 
ing exploited by outside capitalists, 
and to argue that Quebec could be 
far more prosPerous if it were more} 
independent of Canada. 

The facts of this situation are) 
explored by Mr. Gilbert Jackson, 
the distinguished Canadian econo- 
mist, in his new book, “Facts in 
the Case.” His conclusions, though 
simple, will surprise most Cana- 
dians, including thase of Quebec, 
and they point to the only practical 
solution of Quebec's problem. 

To begin with, Mr. Jackson shows 
that, for the last 20 years, Quebec 
industrial wages have never equal- 
led those of the remainder of Can- 
ada. In 1920, for example, Quebec 
wages were 88.9 per cent of those 
paid in the other parts of the coun- 
try. By 1930 the Quebec wage had 
reached a percentage of 89.6, but in 
1940 it was down to 87,2. Apparent- 
ly these were the last figures Mr. 
Jackson could secure, 

The fact of inequality between 
the English-speaking and French- 
speaking wage-earner is thus sup- 
ported by statistics and it is inevit- 
ably a cause of dissatisfaction in 
Quebec, of racial friction and na- 
| tional disunity, But what is the 
cause of this discrepancy? Is it 


merely the avarice of industrialists 


in search of cheap labor? Is it ex- 
ploitation of French-Canadians by 


greedy capitalists from English- 
speaking Canada? 
* * x 


Mr. Jackson's answer is no, The 
cause of Quebec's problem, he 
finds, lies deeper. Wage rates 
throughout industry, he shows by 
actual figures, have risen in Can- 
ada as the productivity of labor has 
risen, As a worker learned to pro- 
duce more goods he received a 
greater return from the income 
from the sale of the goods. Since 
the beginning of this century wage 
rates in Canada have increased 222 
per cent on the average, and they 
have increased by 22 per cent since 
1938. These increases paralleled 
closely an increased production per 
worker as machinery and skill im- 
proved, as the worker enjoyed bet- 
ter food and hence better health, 
vigor and productive capacity. 

But the productivity of Quebec 
labor did not keep pace with that 
of English-speaking labor. The av- 
erage Quebec worker did not pro- 
duce as many goods as the worker 
elsewhere. Thus in 1920 the aver- 
age value of the individual work- 
er’s product in Quebec was only 
89.7 per cent of the average value 
in the rest of Canada; in 1925, 85.6 
per cent; in 1930, 89.3 per cent; in 
1935, 83.3 per cent; in 1940, 86.4 per 
cent, 

If these figures are compared 
with the figures on wage rates in 
Quebec and English-speaking Can- 
ada a startling similarity appears. 
The two sets of figures are parallel. 
This is no coine'dence, It means 
sim»ly that the Quebec worker is 
paid less than the English-speak- 


ing worker because he produces 
less. There is less income from a 
given industrial operation to pro- 
vide wages. 

In English-speaking Canada and 
in Quebec about 20 per cent of the 
gross values of production is paid 
to factory workers, The Quebec 
worker receives, in fact, slightly 
more of the total values of pro- 
duction (the gross income of his 
employer) than the English-speak- 
ing worker, 

* * 

This suggests, says Mr, Jackson, 
the only permanent and practical 
solution of the Quebee worker's 
problem—“when the Quebec work- 
er can produce as much in a given 
time as does his English-speaking 
opposite number, he will be paid 
at the same rate.” The task of 
Quebec statesmanship is not to 
force up wages unduly Ly edict, 
thus exposing Quebec industries to 
unequal competition from other 
provinces, but to devise policies 
which will increase the productiv- 
ity of its workers. This will create 
conditions in which an equalization 
of wage rates will come about na- 
turally. 

How to create such conditions? 
Mr, Jackson feels that the Quebec 
worker needs more education, more 
medical care, and better nutrition, 
These things will increase his skill, 
his health, his capacity to produce 
more in a day's work, and of this 
increased production he will ree 
ceive his share in the form of highe 
er wages, Without increased pro- 
auction wages cannot be raised sig- 
nificantly in Quebec or anywhere 
else,

OTTAWA, May 11—(CP)—The 
Dominion bureau of statistics, in 
its monthly report on storage stocks 
of food, said yesterday stocks of 
creamery butter in Canada, May 1}, 
totalled 9,282,697 pounds, including 
8,002,697 pounds in storage and 1,- 
260,000 pounds in transit by rail 


While in London I experienced 
several air raids. Imagine you are 
walking home late in the evening: 
the streets and roads are silent, de- 
serted and pitch dark. Suddenly the 
silence is shattered by the wail of 
a siren, rising and falling for sev- 
eral minutes, Again silence pre- 
vails—deeper than before. After a 
time you think it must be a false 
alarm, and then, in the distance, a 
dull glow appears in the sky, and 
there are faint flashes, like sum- 
mer lightning, of search lights far 
away. 

Presently a faint rumble can be 
heard, the first sounds of the ap- 
proaching raid. These rumbles in- 
crease and, meantime, the search- 
lights concentrate in a few places in 
the sky and come nearer and nearer 
until the drone of the enemy planes 
can be heard even before the ever- 
increasing roar of the London bar- 
rage; but no planes can be seen, 
they are too high. And now the ex- 
plosions of falling bombs add to 
the din, while the sky is filled with 
the sparks of bursting shells, and 
rockets which burst and then spread 
out in all directions, while dozens 
of German flares float down to light 
up the city. 

* * ® 


The giare of fires can be scen in 
all directions, but they do not 
spread, as they did during the 
“blitz;” the fire-fighters now are too 
well organized. And so the attack 
waxes and wanes, like a thunder- 
storm, as the enemy seek their tar- 
gets and try to avoid the terrible 
barrage. 

Presently planes can be heard 
passing overhead, on their way 
home, pursued by shells and rock- 
ets until out of range. And so the 
storm dies away until the ever wel- 
come “all clear” sounds, and silence 
reigns once more. 

These raids are severe enough to 
give us some idea of the terrible 
scenes during the “blitz” of 1940, 
when they lasted for hours and 
even days, when no real resistance 
was possible. But the people of 
Britain never faltered, even when 
things looked their darkest. 

For over a year Britain, and the 
British Empire, stood alone against 
the German might, and I was told 
over and over again that the sup- 
port of Canada, and of the other 
Dominions, was of the greatest com- 
fort and encouragement during that 
terrible ordeal. 

Living conditions today in Britain 
are not pleasant, food is monoton- 
ous for civilians there are restrict- 
ions of all kinds and travelling, be- 
yond short distances, is avoided if 
possible. 

Nobody complains, but the’ people 
look forward to peace and they long 
for the end of controls and “cou- 
pons.” 

* * * 


“There will always be an Eng- 
land,” 

I was reminded of this by a re- 
markable story told to me about the 
House of Commons by one of its 
members. The House itself is not 
very old, about one hundred years, 
but it is a part of the old palace of 
Westminster, of which Westminster 
Hill still stands, When this great 
Hall was being built, some eight’ % 
hundred years ago, it was decided 
to build the noblest roof in Europe. 
“Very well, then,” the builders said, 
“We must use the finest oak in 
England.” This timber was found 
growing in Sussex on land belong- | : 
ing’ to a member of the House of 
Commons. And so the Hall, and its 
roof, was built, a noble monument 
to the skill and faith of those mas- 
ter builders of old. And Westmin- 
ster Hall defied the elements for 
nearly a thousand years, and so it 
would have stood for another thou- 
sand years had not an unseen and 
alien enemy—the “death watch" 
beetle—bored its way into the very 
heart of the oak beams supporting 
the roof. 

This was only discovered a few 
years ago, fortunately, in time to 
save the structure. And modern! 
builders realised that they would 
need the finest of timber to restore 
this finest of roofs, and so they

“Even if it turns out a failure,” 
he murmured half to himself, “at 
least it will be an effort.” 

He explained that he had visited 
the Ukraine and had gone beyond 
Kharkov. He told of the terrific des- 
truction of the great war in Russia, 
of the desolution, where every 
structure that might be of use to 
man was levelled to the ground. 

Father Orlemanski did not seem 
entirely unaware of the discussion 
which his journey to Russia aroused 
in the United States, but he seemed 
boyed up by the belief that the 
misunderstandings between nations 
would ultimately be cleared away, 

The priest, born in this country, 
does not speak Russian, but he 

said he had a very excellent inter- 
preter in Moscow.

Young said he had hit the guard 
but didn’t know how many blows 
had been struck, He wasn't sure 
whether MeNeill hat hit him.

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Future Bright — 
In Canada For 
Paint Industry 


The post-war future of the 
paint industry of Canada looks 
bright, but the industry that has 
already surmounted many ob- 
stacles of supply in boosting up 
production for war will have 
plenty of problems in the months 
immediately ahead, V. C. Wans- 
brough of Montreal told the Ed- 
monton Paint Club at a dinner 
meeting held Wednesday at the 
Macdonald hotel, 

Mr. Wansbrough, general man- 
ager of the Canadian Paint, Var- 
nish and Lacquer Association, ovt- 
lined the war achievements of the 
industry and its aims and expecta- 
tions In the post-war world. The 
association includes 95 per cent 
of the paint manufacturers of Can- 
ada,

“| would think it fair to say that 
the general optimism which 
seemed to prevail at the begin- 
ning of the year, in the belief that 
some of our most awkward corn- 
ers had been turned, was prema- 
ture. In particular there was, and 
perhaps still is, a danger of be- 
ing too sanguine about the possi- 
bilities of obtaining more oil for 
civilian purposes” Mr. Wans- 
brough stated. 

“The impression that I personally 
received from conversations in Ot- 
tawa and Washington in recent 
months is that our difficulties are 
by no means a thing of the past. It 
would therefore appear wiser to 
take a sober view of our present 
situation and our immediate future, 
and not to lull ourselves into be- 
lieving that we may not yet have to 
face difficulties in raw materials 
and containers at least as great as 
those which have been already 
met,” he said. 

PESSIMISM UNNECESSARY 

Nevertheless, there could be no 
grounds for pessimism, he added, 
as “that will soon be dispelled by 
taking a glance at the general pic- 
ture of the industry,” whose sales 
in 1943 approached $50,000,000, or 
almost double the pre-war peak 
year of 1928, 

In its post-war planning, the in- 
dustry had followed two main 
lines of development within the 
association. The first had as its 
Object to assess the principal war- 
time developments within the in- 
dustry, to find out what benefits 
could be derived from them and 
to lay plans for the retention of 
those that appeared desirable. 
Discussions were still in progress 

as to whether it would be advis- 
able to retain some of the simplifi- 
cations and conservation measures 
undertaken as a war measure, “and 
these are far from easy questions 
to settle.” 

Mr. Wansbrough said that the 
war years had bound the industry 
together “by strong ties into a 
closely knit organism” as typified 
by the growth of the association 


FACE STERN TESTS 
“Partly by force of circumstances, 


and partly as the fruits of research | 


and experimentation, new raw ma- 
terials have been brought into use, 
new formulations devised, new 
properties and qualities built into 
the products. And never before, 
of course, have the products of 
the industry had to stand up to 
tests, trials and conditions so 
varied and exacting,” he said. 

The association was preparing 
by planning and launching a pro- 
gram of advertising and publicity 
to acquaint the public with al! 
the advances of the industry and 
with all the many uses of paint 
products, and “there is good 
ground for believing that the 
future of the industry will be in 
no small measure affected, if not 
determined, by the results of this 
campaign,” he said, 

Success of the campaign would 
mean that “the paint and varnish 
industry, to its own benefit and 
the benefit of the Canadian con- 
sumer, will carry into the future 
the accomplishments and advances 
of these war years,” he said.

Must Expand 


“If we are to make the most of 
science and if we are not to fall 
sadly behind other countries 
which are more scientifically 
minded, and if we are not to rely 
always upon technological blood 
transfusions from these countries, 
we must aim at a vast expansion 
of our present research capacity,” 
Or, Donald Burton Scott, pro- 
fessor of physics, University of 
Alberta, said Wednesday night. 
Speaking before a regular bi- 

monthly meeting of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce at the Mac- 
donald hotel on the subject of “Re- 
search and its Relation to Society,” 
Dr. Scott said that Canada has 
barely scratched the surface of her 
own capacities for research, 


TOOL OF SOCIETY 

Pointing out that science is at 
present a tool of society that can 
be used for both constructive and 
destructive purposes, Dr, Scott said 
that it depends on society to utilize 
science to its best advantage. 

Dr. Scott urged closer co-opera- 
tion between scientists and govern- 
ment and said that such co-opera- 
tion can determine whether or not 
nations can survive. 

As for post-war possibilities in 
the realm of science, Dr. Scott 
urged a realistic approach and 
recognition of the fact that all 
phases of science have their own 
limitations and must work within 
those limitations, 

He said that we should be prac- 
tical about post-war scientific pos- 
sibilities and not expect the fan- 
tastic in the every day life of 
tomorrow. 

Although science has done much 
to raise the standard of living of 
society and has great possibilities 
in the future, he said, it is “not a 
panacea of the future, solving all 
our problems for us.” 

FILM PRESENTATION 

His address was followed by the 
presentation of an RCA film deal- 
ing with the electron microscope, 
which, Dr. Scott pointed out, was 
a valuable research tool of the 
future, 

Dr. Scott was introduced by 
Gordon E. Coulman. President Ted 
Coupland presided as chairman. 
Guest vocalist was Cathryn 
Zender, who sang several selec- 
tions. 

Earlier in the meeting, Jack 
Weber reported on nominations for 
officers for 1944-45, election of 
which will take place on May 31.

Labor Shortage 
Is Being Felt 
In Rural Areas 


Officials of the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture an- 
nounced Thursday that there is a 
shortage of farm labor in some 
rural areas. 

In the Edmonton district within 
a radius of 35 to 40 miles demands 
for labor have been fairly well 
filled but there is a definite short- 
age in the Vermilion area and also 
in the Lethbridge area, 

No solution to the problem of 
farm labor is evident and com- 
munities will have to aid them- 
selves as much as possible the offi- 
cials stated. 

The proposed scheme for bring- 
ing some farm labor into the pack- 
ing plants to relieve the shortage 
in this industry is possible to a 
limited extent the officials declared. 

To move a large number of work- 
ers would be out of the question, 
but it is possible some farm 
workers could be spared after the 
crops had been seeded for a period 
of two or three months, 

Demands for farm labor in the 
Edmonton district have been 
largely met by the National Selec- 
tive Service, according to in- 
formation received Thursday by 
the department of agriculture. 

Only 50 orders for farm workers 
remained unfilled in the Edmonton 
office Thursday. “This may not 
represent the actual need,” an offi- 
cial said. “Very likely more orders 
would be filed from farmers if they 
felt certain that help was available. 

“On the other hand, we would be 
certain to hear from the farmers 
if the shortage was serious and 
there was any great danger of be- 
ing unable to complete their seed- 
ing or other spring operations.”
